3. The sub-committee met on the 1st and 7th March, 
1965 and submitted the preliminary report which was 
approved by the full committee at its sitting held on 8th 
March, 1965. 


II. Report. 

4. The Eleventh Report of the Estimates Committee 
of the Second Legislative Assembly on the Nagarjunasagar 
Project was presented to the Legislature on 16th July, 
1960. The Committee made fifty-four recommendations. 
Twenty-nine recommendations have been accepted by 
the Government, which are shown in Statement. No. I 
appended. 
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5. The Government have not implemented com¬ 
pletely certain recommendations nor any further com¬ 
munication was sent thereon. In all these twenty-five 
recommendations (Statement II appended) the committee 
reiterated its earlier recommendations and decided to 
recommend that a statement showing the latest position 
with regard to the twenty-five recommendations shall be 
placed on the Table of both the Houses of Legislature at 
an early date.
